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Disabled woman 
drowns in harbour 

20 YEAR OLD DIES AFTERTRAGIC WHEELCHAIR ACCIDENT 


A 20-year-old disabled 
woman died after 
falling into Lyme 
Regis harbour whilst 
strapped into her elec¬ 
tric wheelchair. 

Clair Perkins, who was 
terminally ill and severely 
disabled, was visiting from 
Solihull in the West Mid¬ 
lands. She was on the 
Cobb on Friday afternoon 
with her parents when her 
wheelchair suddenly 
plunged into the 10 feet 
deep water, on the har¬ 
bour-side of Victoria Pier. 

It is thought there was a

fault with the wheelchair, 
which is normally con¬ 
trolled by her parents. 

First on the scene was 
local fisherman Harry 
May, 65, who was just 
mooring his “Marie F” 
boat nearby. Along with 
another man, who is be¬ 
lieved to have been a 
coastguard, and later a 
paramedic, Mr May dived 
underwater in several at¬ 
tempts to rescue the 
woman before Lyme Regis 
lifeboat crew arrived, but

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only managed to retrieve a 
piece of material and the 
back of the wheelchair due 
to its weight. 

Mr May said he had hold 
of the wheelchair at one 
point but it slipped away 
as he struggled to the sur¬ 
face. He said he had diffi¬ 
culties because the water 
was so cold and murky, 
meaning he couldn’t see 
the woman or chair. 

Lyme’s main beach was 
cleared for Devon Air Am¬ 
bulance to land whilst a 
team of six lifeboatmen 
made attempts to rescue 
Miss Perkins but had prob¬ 
lems as she was strapped 
into the heavy wheelchair. 
She was eventually lifted 
to the surface unconcious 
by eight men over 30 min¬ 
utes after falling in, but a 
pulse was still found. 


Miss Perkins was air¬ 
lifted to Dorchester Hospi¬ 
tal but was later 
pronounced dead. 

Lifeboat Operations 
Manager and harbourmas¬ 
ter, Graeme Forshaw, 
praised all those involved 
in the rescue. He said 
everyone who took part 
should “stand proud”. 

The Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Sally 
Holman, also praised those 


who took part in the res¬ 
cue, saying they “worked 
together in a co-ordinated 
and professional way”. 

She added: “The towns¬ 
people, including the fam¬ 
ilies of those personally 
involved in the response 
teams, join with us in ex¬ 
pressing sympathy at this 
very sad time.”

PUBLISHER Julie Musk, 42, reveals this week what 
it takes to write a book and why she has found 
her dream job running her own business. 

Born in Lymington and brought up in 
Christchurch, Julie has lived all over the world on 
RAF bases with her husband Tim. 

Julie and Tim have now settled at their home in 
Burton Bradstock, where they live with their chil¬ 
dren, William and Rosie, and a teenage Border 
Collie. 

Julie is a freelance editor and project manager 
and also runs her own publishing company, 
Dorset book specialist Roving Press, with her hus¬ 
band Tim. 


■ WHAT do you like most about West Dorset? 

The wild, varied countryside, there's so much to ex¬ 
plore. Also our incredible heritage; Dorset has so many 
special, ancient places full of atmosphere in a relatively 
small area. Living in America really brought this home 
to me. 

■ WHAT would you like to change? 

The number of hours in the day. I always feel in a rush, 
there's so much more I'd like to do but don't have time 
for. A personal assistant would be lovely, to allow more 
quality time with the family, and more me-time too. 

■ WHAT inspired you to start writing? 

I left college wanting to be a journalist but couldn't get 
an opening. Working for a book publisher was the next 
best thing. I love the creativity of writing, the research 
and learning you get from the process. 

■ DO you believe everyone has a book in them? 

This is a bit of a cliche and I'm not sure everyone could 
or would want to write a book. Inspiration is one thing, 
actually having the time and putting in the effort to 
write well is another. Writing a book is hard work. 

As an editor, the quality and standard of English con¬ 
cerns me and it seems too many books go to print 
without any professional input or checks. Someone 
may have a great story to tell, but can they put it into 
good English? 

■ WHAT top three tips would you give to an ama¬ 
teur writer? 

Work at your writing, it's a skill that gets better with 
practice. Have your draft work read by others to get 
some comment and critical feedback. But don't rely on 
family and friends to necessarily comment effectively. 
Read your prose out loud to see how it sounds, how it 
flows. This is especially important when writing dia¬ 
logue. 



■ WHO is your favourite author and why? 

I'm a traditional girl and have always loved Hardy, right 
from school age. He's poetic, uses a good mixture of hu¬ 
mour, tragedy and melodrama, and conjures up won¬ 
derful scenes of Dorset and the old rural way of life. 

■ WHAT is your all-time favourite book and why? 

My Collins English Dictionary - I'm always referring to 
it and it contains such a huge amount of knowledge. It 
would be my luxury item on Desert Island Discs. 
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■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

Actually it's what I do now - working with authors to 
create something inspiring and lasting. With new au¬ 
thors you have to nurture them. I work very closely with 
them, using my professional skills to help create some¬ 
thing we can all be proud of. Their enthusiasm is infec¬ 
tious and it's lovely to help see a dream come true. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

Probably buried under heaps of books in our small cot¬ 
tage, perhaps, vainly, encouraging the kids to take up a 
career in publishing and help run the family business. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Michael Palin, as he's got a great sense of humour and 
would have such amazing travel stories to tell; Johnny 
Depp, because he's gorgeous, intelligent and quirky; 
and Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall, as he's down-to-earth 
and could cook for us. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I read The Bookseller of Kabul which was thought-pro¬ 
voking and really made me appreciate our freedom. I 
watched Tamara Drew and would do so again as it has 
a lot of background detail you can't catch the first time 
around. I'm listening to albums by The Dolmen at the 
moment, a Weymouth Celtic band. I first came across 
them when I interviewed Taloch, the lead singer and 
composer, for my book Lesser Known Weymouth, and 
their music is very different, inspired by local folklore 
and history.

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Appeal for grit bin to 
prevent 'atrocious' 
conditions in winter 


LYME REGIS TOWN 
COUNCIL NEWS

RESIDENTS of Char- 
mouth Close in Lyme Regis 
have complained that no re¬ 
sponse to their request for a 
grit bin has been received 
from the town council. 

Speaking in the public 
forum of last week’s full 
council meeting, Douglas 
Kaxe said he had written to 
the council in April asking 
about the procedure to get a 
grit box on the road, adding 
that residents would be 
happy to pay for it, and did 
not get a reply. He then vis¬ 
ited the council in May and 
his wife later received a 
phone call that had left the 
couple confused. 

Neighbour Lyn Paterson, 
who cares for the elderly 
and vulnerable as well as a 
student with learning diffi¬ 
culties at St Michael’s Pri¬ 


mary School, said her call 
outs last winter were “atro¬ 
cious”. 

“I had two nasty falls in 
the same day,” she added. 
“I had to depend on a 
friend with a four by four 
car to provide essential 
food to my family and the 
elderly residents of Char- 
mouth Close. If we could 
have a grit bin it would be 
really helpful and we are 
willing to pay for it.” 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said the council did not ask 
residents to pay for their 
own grit bins. He said that 
he would speak to the 


deputy town clerk the fol¬ 
lowing day to ensure a grit 
bin was placed in Char- 
mouth Close for the com¬ 
ing winter season. 

“In Lyme we have a par¬ 
ticular problem,” he added, 
“as there are more residen¬ 
tial areas on hills than in 
Bridport, for example. We 
have been trying to provide 
bins for the hilliest areas.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson, 
who is chairman of the Op¬ 
erational Management 
Sub-committee, said he 
would personally reply to 
Mr Kaxe’s letter the fol¬ 
lowing day. 


Speed bumps not a priority, 
says county councillor 


TOWN councillors have been told that cre¬ 
ating speed bumps in Anning Road and 
Kingsway in Lyme Regis is “very low pri¬ 
ority” for Dorset County Council. 

County councillor for Lyme Regis, 
Colonel Geoffrey Brierley, reported last 
week that the town council’s request for 
speed bumps to slow down traffic and im¬ 
prove road safety for school children in the 
area was unlikely to happen. The type of 
bumps that were requested were wider 
humps, which would create a safe crossing 
point outside St Michael’s Primary School. 

Colonel Brierley said the humps would 
take away parking spaces and he had al¬ 
ready been approached by one local resi¬ 
dent who was against the idea because 
parking was already a problem in the area. 

He also reported that the county council’s 
Safer Routes to School Scheme had been 


cut and there was no money available for 
the speed bumps. 

He added: “We have never, in the 11 years 
that I have been county councillor, had a re¬ 
quest from the school for this type of cross¬ 
ing. They also cause problems for drivers 
with back problems and emergency serv¬ 
ices don’t like them because they slow them 
down, and they would not want to take a 
patient with a spinal injury over them.” 

Colonel Brierley said that police had 
checked the speed of vehicles in the area 
and said barely anyone was found to be 
speeding. “When you’re walking it can 
look like people are speeding but they’re 
not,” he added. 

He concluded that the speed bumps were 
“very low priority” as there was no injury 
record for accidents in Anning Road or 
Kingsway. 


Former councillor calls for better 
way to advertise local businesses 


THE amount and quality of advertising sig¬ 
nage around Lyme Regis was raised again 
at last week’s full council meeting. 

The Tourism and Advertising Sub-com¬ 
mittee’s recent discussion about the possi¬ 
bility of getting rid of the signage on 
railings at Cobb Gate, which Councillor 
Terry O’Grady said was “starting to looking 
like a football pitch“ and was “ruining the 
quality of the town”, has sparked several re¬ 
sponses from local traders, who argue that 
the council should be supporting them in 
tough economical times. 

In the public forum of last week’s full 


council meeting, former councillor Peter 
Williams said: “Councillor O’Grady’s hon¬ 
est words regarding the plethora of notice- 
boards has opened a can of worms. The 
signs at Cobb Gate were originally only 
small signs for taxis. They then doubled in 
size and other traders started having them.” 

Mr Williams also complained about the 
amount of signs placed outside the Three 
Cups Hotel without permission. 

He added: “Traders ought to find better 
ways of advertising than littering the town 
in this way.” 


Horn bridge yellow lines will be 
painted but'not in a hurry' 


TOWN councillors have been told that 
Horn Bridge in Lyme Regis will get dou¬ 
ble yellow lines to prevent obstructive 
parking, but it “will not happen in a 
hurry”, according to county councillor 
Colonel Geoffrey Brierley. 

Polio wing Colonel Brierley’s walk 
around Lyme Regis, during which high¬ 
ways and traffic problems were pointed 
out by town councillors, he said he 
thought it was a “good idea” to have dou¬ 
ble yellow lines on one side of the bridge 


on Colway Lane. 

He said: “This would have my support 
and I think there also should be lines on 
the corner of Springfield Gardens.” 

However, he warned councillors that 
this wouldn’t happen for a while. 

“It will not happen in a hurry. It’s at the 
bottom of a long list but it’s on there, so 
that’s a start.” 

Colonel Brierley also reported that 
structural repairs to the bridge would start 
on October 17th. 
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Fisherman recalls 'tragic' incident at the Cobb

A HUGE rescue attempt 
was made by emergency 
services and a local boat¬ 
man when a disabled 
woman fell off the Cobb 
wall in Lyme Regis while 
strapped into her electric 
wheelchair. 

Clair Perkins, 20, who had 
a rare terminal illness, was 
visiting from Solihull in the 
West Midlands when she 
fell into the harbour-side of 
Victoria Pier on the Cobb 
on Friday afternoon. Fisher¬ 
man Harry May, 65, was 
just mooring his boat at the 
end of the Cobb when he 
heard a splash and jumped 
in after her. 

Speaking to the View 
From Lyme Regis, he re¬ 


called his initial reaction 
and how the “tragic” inci¬ 
dent unfolded: “I didn’t 
jump in straight away be¬ 
cause I thought the instant 
cold would drain away my 
energy. I stripped off, 
climbed down a ladder and 
went in as quick as I could. 
I tried going down two or 
three times but I could feel 
the cold zapping away my 
energy. It was about 10 feet 
deep and I couldn’t see a 
thing, the water was so 
murky. 

“I grabbed hold of some 
material and started pulling. 
I could tell by the weight 


that I had her but as I strug¬ 
gled to the surface just a 
coat or a blanket came up.” 

By this time PCSO Luke 
White had arrived on the 
scene. Mr May told him to 
jump on his boat and get an 
extended boat hook. 

“I reached down and tried 
to grab something but it 
was no good.” 

Mr May said another man 
who he later believed to be 
a coastguard also jumped 
in. 

He added: “He seemed re¬ 
ally up for it and he looked 
like he could do it. He went 
down with the rope and 
hooked it on to the chair. By 
this time there was quite a 
crowd on the Cobb. We 
started pulling and the back 
of the chair came up.” 

Lyme Regis lifeboat crew 
arrived on the scene at 1pm. 
Mr May said they kept 
going down but he thought 
they struggled in their wa¬ 
terproof suits which help 
them float. 

“They were trying so 
hard,” he added. “Elliott 
Herbert was particularly 
putting in a real big effort.” 

Other crew members in¬ 
volved were Martin Croad, 
Brian Street, Dave Street, 
John Cable and Rob 
Crabbe, and a paramedic 
also dived under the water.

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Mr May said he believed 
Miss Perkins was in the 
water for about 40 minutes 
before the emergency serv¬ 
ices managed to pull her 
out. “Amazingly, they found 
a pulse,” he added. 

While the rescue was 
being carried out the beach 
was cleared for the Devon 
Air Ambulance and the 
woman 
was taken 
to Dorch¬ 
ester Hos¬ 
pital where 
she later 
died. 

Lifeboat 
operations 
manager 

and harbourmaster Graeme 
Forshaw praised everyone 
involved in the rescue. He 
said: “It was a tremendous 
team effort following what 
appears to have been an 
awful accident. Everyone 
who worked to rescue this 
lady should stand proud. 
They were professional, 
quick to respond and calm. 
Everyone did everything 
they possibly could to help 
this unfortunate lady.” 

Mr May continued: “They 
haven’t really got any idea 
how it happened. Her par¬ 
ents controlled the chair but 
they had some kind of mod¬ 
ification made and I think 
something went wrong with 
that. I’m not sure though. 

“When I saw the wheel¬ 
chair afterwards on the 


Cobb and I tried to lift it up, 
it felt like it was fixed to the 
Cobb. It was so heavy that it 
eventually took eight men to 
get it over the rim of the 
Cobb. 

“At the time I didn’t feel 
like I did very much. I felt a 
bit helpless. I was swim¬ 
ming in her bubbles, she 
was still breathing but I 
couldn’t

get to her. 
There was 
a certain 
relief when 
I tried lift¬ 
ing the 
chair after- 
wards as I 
knew that I 
wouldn’t have been able to 
get her up myself. It wasn’t 
a regular wheelchair and she 
was really strapped in. If it 
was an elderly person just 
sat in a normal chair it 
might have been a different 
story. 

“Many, many others 
would have done what I did. 
I just thought I have to do 
this. Her mother just kept 
screaming. I had to. I’ve 
never had to do anything 
like that before. It was a 
once in a lifetime tragedy.” 

Mr May said he now 
thought people would be 
calling for more safety 
measures on the Cobb, in¬ 
cluding railings, which he 
described as “completely 
unnecessary”, as the inci¬ 
dent was so rare.

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'Frightening' behaviour at Hub's opening night 


Resident concerned for young people's safety after they lay in the road before oncoming traffic

A LYME Regis resident has 
expressed concerns over 
the safety of young people 
at The Hub, after watching 
them lie in the road in front 
of traffic on the youth 
club’s opening night. 

Maureen Wheeler was 
dining in Antonio’s Tratto¬ 
ria Italian Restaurant in 
Church Street on Friday, 
September 30th when The 
Hub held its first youth cafe 
session. Speaking in the 
public forum of last week’s 
full town council meeting, 
Mrs Wheeler said: “What I 
witnessed that night fright¬ 


ened the life out of me and 
the other diners. It ruined 
my night with my friends.” 

While emphasising that 
she was not against The 
Hub, Mrs Wheeler said the 
children were “absolutely 
out of order” as they played 
“chicken” by lying in the 
street before oncoming traf¬ 
fic and skateboarding up 
and down Church Street 
“delighting” in making 
pedestrians step onto the 
road. 


She described the scene: 
“'Three girls, lying face 
down, arms outstretched, 
right across the street with 
a double decker bus com¬ 
ing around the corner.” 

Mrs Wheeler reported 
that one diner went outside 
to ask the youngsters to 
stop and was told by a girl: 
“You can’t speak to me like 
that.” 

Mrs Wheeler added: 
“After being told by one 
youngster that said diner 


could not enter the club, the 
diner asked him to get 
someone in charge to come 
out.” The diner was eventu¬ 
ally able to speak to Mar¬ 
cus Dixon and youth 
worker James Ward-Rice, 
She added: “That was the 
reality of Friday night. The 
article in last week’s View 
From Lyme Regis says that 
the matter was dealt with. I 
would like to know what 
was done and how it will be 
prevented in the future. My 
concern on all that hap¬ 
pened on Friday evening 
was for the safety of those 


boys and girls. 

“I’m ashamed to say that 
all I did was sit and feel 
that out in the street was an 
accident waiting to happen. 
Tm a car driver and had I 
suddenly been confronted 
by three bodies lying in the 
road I could have had a 
heart attack, and I’ve had 
three of those. 

“Imagine when faced 
with a situation like that. 
Where do you swerve to? 
The plate glass window of 
the restaurant or swerve the 
other side into brick walls? 
But most worrying of all is 


how many people will you 
injure or possibly kill? 
Please don’t let that hap¬ 
pen. 

“Please show us and tell 
us what you will do to pre¬ 
vent this sort of behaviour 
happening again.” 

Speaking as chairman of 
The Hub Development 
Group, Councillor Mark 
Gage said: “It is an awful 
shame that there was a dis¬ 
turbance on Friday 
evening. It was the first ses¬ 
sion and in so many ways it 
was a great success with al¬ 
most 50 people attending. 


New seafront shelters targeted by vandals 


VANDALS have targeted the recently refurbished Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters in Lyme Regis, shattering two pan¬ 
els of glass balustrading and causing other damage. 

Police have reported that overnight between October 
4th and 5th, unknown vandals dragged a paving slab 
from the area around the gazebo in Langmoor Gardens 
down the central steps to the top of the shelters, caus¬ 
ing damage to the wood edging of the steps. 

The paving slab was then broken into small pieces, 
which were used to completely shatter two panels of 
glass balustrading, which have now been coned off. 

The vandals also attempted to shatter the "walk-on" 
glass panel in the roof of the shelters'central pavilion, 
but this was only slightly damaged. 

In the public forum of last week's full town council 
meeting, Lyme Regis resident Derek Hallett asked 
where the CCTV cameras that the council planned to 
install on the shelters were. 


He said: "I hear the vandals moved into the shelters 
last night. Where are the cameras? At least they would 
have had them on camera. Instead we are going to 
have to pay several thousand for it." 

Town clerk Mike Lewis reported that he would be 
meeting with police this week to check they were 
going along the right lines with the CCTV cameras. He 
said that councillors also needed to approve quotations 
before the cameras were ordered. 

"It's a shame and it would be nice to always have cam¬ 
eras," he added,"but like with anything else the council 
has to approve all expenditure first."

A variety of accounts are available including a Young 
Saver account to encourage young people to save and a 
very popular Christmas account, in which savings are to¬ 
tally safe and are sent to you automatically in November. 
Standing orders can be used to pay into these accounts reg¬ 
ularly, so if customers are unavailable on Tuesday morning 
they can still bank with the Credit Union. The Service Point 


is open between 10am and 12noon on Tuesday mornings. 

The branch is now working towards opening another ses¬ 
sion at the Woodroffe School in the New Year. This would 
enable staff, teachers and most importantly students to save 
with the Credit Union. The service point will open in school 
on Thursday lunchtimes and will be run by sixth form stu¬ 
dents with the support of adult volunteers. 

However, one or two more volunteers to help make this 
possible. Volunteers do not need to have experience in han¬ 
dling money as full training will be given, and would need 
to be available from 1pm to 2.30pm on Thursdays during 
school term time.

THE peaceful lifestyle and 
beautiful surroundings of 
Lyme Regis attract a sur¬ 
prising number of celebri¬ 
ties, both on work and 
leisure visits.

Regis. 

I was quite glad when 
my colleague Lisa Bright 
offered to come with me 
on my Jedward hunt, as I 
have little experience in 
staking out celebrities' 
hotels. I wasn't very good 
at it. I made the rookie 
mistake of arriving out¬ 
side with my camera 
hung around my neck, 


and made myself bla¬ 
tantly obvious by staring 
up at all the bedroom 
windows. I soon spotted 
one of them on the top 
floor and, just as quickly, 
he spotted me. 

I've never thought I 
looked like a member of 
the press. Perhaps I just 
don't have that look, I 
seem too young or I smile 
too much. Whatever it is, 
no one ever guesses I'm a 
reporter, but half of Jed¬ 
ward seemed to clock me 
straight away. 

Even if he hadn't no¬ 
ticed us, he was about to, 
as fellow View From re- 
porterTom Glover arrived 
on the scene and, bolder 
than me in situations like 
this and on instruction 
from my dad, View From 
editor Philip Evans, he 
shouted up at the win¬ 
dow: "Jedward, come 
down and have your pic¬ 
ture taken!" Shockingly, 
he didn't accept. 

An hour and a quarter 
later, and now with soggy 
feet, Lisa and I were about 
to give up, when sud¬ 
denly we noticed an un¬ 
mistakable character in a 
black and flourescent 
pink jacket and red high- 
top trainers walking to¬ 
wards the hotel. As he 
approached the door I 
dashed toward him and, 


not knowing which twin 
he was at the time (it later 
turned out to be John... 
we think) and feeling stu¬ 
pid shouting out "Jed¬ 
ward" to just one twin, I 
politely shouted "Excuse 
me, excuse me!" instead. 
He ignored me, dashed 
inside and the hotel staff 
quickly asked me to leave 
him alone. 

I returned to the office 
feeling a little defeated 
and annoyed. Shunned 
by half of Jedward - the 
highlight (or perhaps low 
point) of my journalistic 
career. I left the office 
thinking the work day 
was over but soon re- 
cieved a phone call from 
dad telling me to get back 
down the seafront as Jed¬ 
ward had been spotted at 
the harbour. 

This time, feeling a little 
more embarassed than 
my first attempt of 
celebrity stalking, I fol¬ 
lowed them as slyly as 
possible. I soon realised 
others weren't being 
quite so subtle so I 
ditched that plan and 
quickly started snapping 
away on my camera. I 
couldn't quite believe 
what I was watching as 
the twins dragged a small 
boat from the Slipway 
and John rowed it around 
the harbour, singing "Row 


Row Row Your Boat" and 
posing whilst his brother 
Edward took photos. 

One spectator politely 
warned them to be care¬ 
ful as the tide was going 
out. She then offered to 
take a picture of the pair 
together before asking 
for a photo for herself. 
They happily obliged and 
posed with the woman, 
so I thought they couldn't 
possibly refuse me again. 
I asked: "Can I have a 
photo as well?" to which 
John looked up at me and 
then quickly walked 
away. Shunned for a sec¬ 
ond time, this was now 


definitely a low point. 

I stuck around anyway 
and took a few more 
snaps of them messing 
about in the harbour. The 
crowd got a little too big 
for their liking and they 
eventually returned the 
boat to where it was 
found and walked off to¬ 
wards their hotel. Surely 
no one else could get 
away with that? 

So that was it, my awk¬ 
ward afternoon spent 
stalking the celebrity 
world's most quirky twins. 
I felt a bit embarassed 
having followed them 
about without them even 


acknowledging me, but 
as dad told me: "There's 
only one thing celebrities 
hate more than being 
recognised - not being 
recognised." So perhaps 
they quietly appreciated 
my efforts after all.

The town council recom¬ 
mended refusal on the 
grounds that it would be 
“detrimental” to neigh¬ 
bouring properties, includ¬ 
ing listed buildings, by 
blocking light, and to the 
surrounding street scene 
and the application was 
later refused by the district 
council.

HE was an RNLI volunteer 
for more than 30 years 
and played a vital role in 
saving hundreds of lives, 
but one ambition re¬ 
mained for Rob Fossett 
after retiring from run¬ 
ning Lyme Regis Lifeboat 
Station last December. 

Mr Fossett had never 
been on one of the RNLI's 
latest vessels - the Tamar 
class - and he wanted to 
experience the thrill of a 
slipway launch just one 
more time, which is where 
the RNLI crew at Padstow 
and their Tamar class 
lifeboat were able to help. 

Rob, 59, was invited to 
visit the Cornish lifeboat 
station last week and to 
join the crew for the slip¬ 
way launch and a training 
session at sea. 

"It was just amazing," 
said Rob. "We were at sea 
for two hours in pretty 
lively conditions.The crew 
of seven, under the com¬ 
mand of second coxswain 
Richard 'Pip' Pitman were 
brilliant and so disci¬ 
plined. I was very im¬ 
pressed. 

"It is 20 years since I last 
experienced a slipway 
launch, and there is noth¬ 
ing like it. But after the 


launch there was still the 
icing on the cake to 
come." 

For the last 30 minutes 
of the training session 
Rob took the helm of the 
£2.7million lifeboat. 

"It was an evening I will 
never forget," he added. "I 


don't think anyone really 
knows what it meant to 
me and it was a wonder¬ 
ful way to round off my 
voluntary RNLI career. 

"Although the boats 
and the equipment have 
changed vastly since I 
joined the RNLI in 1967, 


one thing that hasn't 
changed is the dedication 
of the volunteer crews 
who are still willing to 
leave their beds and their 
comfortable homes to 
take the lifeboat out re¬ 
gardless of the condi¬ 
tions."

LIVINGSTONE Textiles is celebrating 
40 years of trading in Bridport with a 
week of events starting on 17th Oc¬ 
tober. 

The business was started by Mr 
Arthur Lloyd and his wife in 1971 
when they moved from Lancashire 
to the area. Mr Lloyd had managed 
the LivingstoneTextile Mill in Burnley 
- hence the name of the firm. 

Livingstone Textiles was the first 
tenant of the then newly formed 
Haywards Estate, taking over the for¬ 
mer premises of the net makers Sid¬ 
ney Gale in St. Michaels Lane. 

Initially the business concentrated 
on mail order supply of dress fabrics, 
and over the years developed the re¬ 
tail and curtain fabric side of the 
business. Arthur Lloyd was joined by 
his son John and daughter-in-law 
Cheryl in 1972 and together they ex¬ 
panded the business to be one of the 


largest fabric suppliers in the South 
West. At one time the firm had 21 
staff members. 

Livingstone's had a tradition, car¬ 
ried on to this day, of sourcing differ¬ 
ent novel fabrics where ever 
possible.This included hiring a Luton 
van once a month and filling it with 
fabric bought directly from the mills 
of Lancashire and Yorkshire. Sadly 
most of these mills will have now 
closed, but the firm still prides itself 
on stocking many different fabric 
types with a myriad of uses. 

40 years of trading means that 
huge numbers of people from 
Devon, Dorset and Somerset as well 
as visitors to the area have "climbed 
the stairs" to Livingstone Textiles - 
often accompanying their mothers 
or grandmothers! There are also sev¬ 
eral generations of 'Saturday girls', 
many of whom made careers in tex¬ 



tiles and design. As part of their cel¬ 
ebrations the firm wish to record the 
memories of customers and staff for 
posterity.These thoughts will be pro¬ 
fessionally recorded in conjunction 
with the Bridport Museum and 
archived as an audio history for fu¬ 
ture generations. Former uses of the 
building for net and rope making will 
also be included.

Time for council to look at 
disabled accessibility issues 


Medical centre'will prosper'under 
new management of Dr Watson 


■ FIRSTLY, I would like to extend my condolences to 
the family of the young woman who died, after falling 
off the Victoria Pier. Twenty is no age to die and under 
such circumstances is truly tragic. 

Unfortunately, it does highlight something that I have 
been harping on about for the last three years - that of dis¬ 
abled inaccessibility in the town. From uneven pave¬ 
ments, to lack of disabled parking, Lyme Regis seems to 
deliberately make itself disabled-unfriendly. Even some 
of the seating in the new shelters is difficult to access for 
persons with mobility issues. Precisely the people who 
would need access to said seating. 

I can understand the need to preserve the heritage of the 
town, indeed I applaud it, but to deliberately exclude, or 
at the very least ignore, some of the more vulnerable 
members of both our own and the wider community 
seems, at best, narrow-minded and, at worse, illegal. 

We have a large elderly community in this town, many

of which have mobility issues, or other disabilities. Many 
will not shop in Lyme Regis due to parking problems. 
The one disabled spot that we have in the town centre is 
often taken up by a huge 4x4 or BMW, with no blue 
badge. The car park at Cobb Gate, or the one across the 
road, has no disabled spaces. Other disabled spaces in 
town require an additional permit to be obtained. Good 
for residents, but useless for visitors. 

I’d like to know what our new council intend to do 
about this blatant discrimination? Instead of focussing on 
signage or discussing council business in public houses 
(as appears to be the case), maybe they could focus on 
social inclusion within the town? We’ve worked hard at 
inclusion for young people, let’s now look at another vul¬ 
nerable group in society. 


It is ludicrous to think that he can, he has forgotten 
that the patient is the most important person in all of 
this.

There is no excuse! 


A few simple and 
proactive steps 
can make all the 
difference when clean¬ 
ing your toilet. Many 
people and organisa¬ 
tions (in non customer 
areas) neglect their toi¬ 
lets - possibly because it 
is seen as low priority 
and an unpleasant job.

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KENT DUCHAINE started in music when his father taught him to play the 
ukulele at six years old and at thirteen years old he got his first electric guitar 
and formed a band with his friends. 

After reading some liner notes of an Eric Clapton album, Kent started research¬ 
ing blues music. He discovered a Robert Johnson album and was astounded 
and fascinated at the banging sound as the bottle neck knocked against the 
frets as Johnson slid it up and down the neck of his guitar. 

Kent used a butter knife at first determined to recapture the wonderful sound. 
He immersed himself in blues music of Robert Johnson, Muddy Waters, Light- 
nin' Hopkins, T-Bone Walker, Bukka White and never looked back. Kent learned 
to play the slide guitar and soon developed his own ferocious wild style. 

In 1970 he opened a show for the slide guitar genius, Bukka White. From 1972 
until 1975 Kent performed in a band with Kim Wilson from the present day Fab- 
ulousThunderbirds.The band backed up blues greats such as Fenton Robinson, 
Boogie Woogie Red, LutherTucker, Hubert Sumlin and Eddie "Guitar" Burns.The 
reputation of the band grew and Willie Dixon arranged a recording contract 
and a concert sharing the bill withAlbert Collins, John Lee Hooker and Howling 
Wolf. 

In 1979 Kent met up with his beloved and ever faithful Leadbessie. She's a 
beat up 1934 National Steel Guitar that wows and astounds audiences when 
the equally beat up case she travels in is opened and her extra heavy strings 
are furiously played. Kent discovered and looked up a legendary blues man 
with the name of Johnny Shines in 1989. 

They travelled together for three years and performed over 200 shows. In that 
time they recorded "BackTo the Country" with harmonica great Snooky Pryor 
and were honoured with the coveted W.C. Handy Award for best country blues 
album but unfortunately they did not add Kent's name to the recording. In 1991 
the Smithsonian Institution honoured the King of the Delta Blues, Robert John¬ 
son. DuChaine and Shines were specially invited to perform and "Roots Of 
Rhythm & Blues: A Tribute to the Robert Johnson Era" was the result. This was 
recorded by Sony BMG and also Grammy nominated. DuChaine and Shines' 
wonderful partnership and friendship was cut short when Johnny Shines sadly 
passed away on 20 April 1992. 

Since going solo in 1982 and firstly hitting the roads in the United States, Kent 
and Leadbessie have probably clocked up over two million miles together, in¬ 
cluding over 80 plus tours in Europe and the United Kingdom during the last 
20 years and released 7 albums, promoting the Delta blues and blues music in 
general. 

A small handful of wives have been picked up and lost along the way and 
many stories gained of friendships, loves, heartaches and the blues that he com¬ 
municates to his audiences, most of which, leave folk laughing or scratching 
their heads in disbelief. 

Songs such as Shake Your Moneymaker and "Jitterbug Swing" have folk up 
dancing. Kent's versions of Trouble in Mind and St James Infirmary Blues have 
been seen to bring tears to many eyes. 


Kent DuChaine plays at The Beach and Barnicott, Bridport on Friday, October 
14th from 9.15pm, and entry is free.

ALMANAC is the third album by Emily Barker and The Red Clay Halo Band. 
The album is soon to be given a full nationwide release on October 17th on 
Emily's own label, Everyone Sang. All 11 songs are self-penned and the 
album was produced by Emily and Ted Barnes (Beth Orton/ Clayhill). Before 
the release however, Emily Barker and The Red Clay Halo Band will play a 
special concert at Bridport Arts Centre on October 13th from 8pm. 

Almanac is the second of Emily's albums to yield the theme for a major tel¬ 
evision drama.

The Red Clay Halo band 
consists of Gill Sandell (accordion, flute, piano), Jo Silverston (cello, 
banjo,musical saw) and Anna Jenkins (violin). 

Together, these women have not only toured the UK and internationally 
but have also recorded three distinctive albums. The first was 
Photos.Fires.Fables. (2007) - an eclectic tapestry of old-time narratives weav¬ 
ing gothic stories of fire, tragedy, love and hard lessons... 

February 2011 saw the intial release of Almanac to radio, immediately at¬ 
tracting strong support from the BBC with sessions for Cerys Matthews on 
6 Music and Radio 4's Loose Ends. The single Little Deaths, was picked as 
record oftheweekon Nemone's 6 Music show. A stream of sold-out UK tour 
dates followed, culminating in a rapturously received show at London's St 
Giles-ln-The-Fields church at which Almanac was performed in its entirety. 

The band's albums are released in the same independent and imaginative 
spirit with which Emily and her band approach their song making. They are 
entirely self-financed and released on Emily's own imprint Everyone Sang, 
with Almanac being jointly funded by spareroom.co.uk and a 
pledgemusic.com fan-funded campaign.

RATHER like Oscar Wilde, Dorothy Parker was 
as famous for her wit and as for her poetry. 
Sometimes her comments were acerbic as 
well as comical. She once said,"The first thing 
I do in the morning is brush my teeth and 
sharpen my tongue." Her cynicism was always 
alloyed with humour. Not unsurprisingly she 
also wrote some witty verses. Here are a few 
examples of her poems on the subject of men:

And his eyes are lit with laughter. 

He is jubilant as a flag unfurled -

My love, he's mad, and my love, he's fleet, 

And a wild young wood-thing bore him! 

The ways are fair to his roaming feet, 

And the skies are sunlit for him. 

As sharply sweet to my heart he seems

My own dear love, he is all my dreams, - 
And I wish he were in Asia. 

My love runs by like a day in June, 


And he makes no friends of sorrows. 
He'll tread his galloping rigadoon 
In the pathway of the morrows. 

He'll live his days where the sunbeams start, 
Nor could storm or wind uproot him. 

My own dear love, he is all my heart, - 
And I wish somebody'd shoot him.

STOMPIN'DAVE brings another great night of music from the USA to Bridport's Electric Palace on Wednes¬ 
day, November 16th. Following a packed night at The Marine Theatre, Lyme Regis and a sell out at Dorch¬ 
ester Arts Centre for Dave with The Whitetop Mountaineers, from Virginia, this time it's the turn of 
Appalachian Roots from North Carolina. 

Appalachian Roots is a duo show featuring Ira Bernstein and Riley Baugus. Their performances are a dy¬ 
namic mix of traditional dance, song, and instrumental music from the southern Appalachian region of the 
US, with a few international twists thrown in. Concerts include percussive flatfooting and buckdancing, 
rhythm tap dancing, French-Canadian step dancing, English clogging, South African boot dancing, ham- 
bone, fiddle tunes, and fiddle sticks by Ira; southern Appalachian songs and ballads, old-time banjo and 
fiddle tunes, and mountain preaching by Riley; and a good dose of fiddle and banjo. Appalachian Roots is 
an old-time music and dance variety show chock full of humour and skill. 

Born and raised in the suburbs of New York City, Ira Bernstein began dancing traditional Appalachian clog¬ 
ging and flatfooting, and playing the fiddle as a college student in 1978 in Philadelphia where there was a 
vibrant old-time music and dance 
community. He later went on to 
perform with the highly influential 
Fiddle Puppets, and the American 
Tap Dance Orchestra. Ira has per¬ 
formed in concerts and at festivals 
all across the U.S. and Canada, as 
well as in sixteen other countries 
around Europe and Asia. He has 
shared the stage with many of the 
world's greatest tap and step 
dancers, including the legendary 
Gregory Hines and has appeared 
numerous times on television and 
in theatrical productions. Ira has re¬ 
peatedly won first place in the 
Mount Airy Fiddler's Convention 
old-time flatfooting competition. 

Riley Baugus is a North Carolina 
native who began singing and 
playing music at an early age. 

Raised in a household where 
recordings of old-time music were often played, he developed a love and appreciation for traditional, south¬ 
ern Appalachian music. Riley began honing his musical skills with close friend and neighbour, fiddler Kirk 
Sutphin, by visiting elder traditional musicians in and around Grayson County in the Blue Ridge Mountains 
of North Carolina and Virginia. He often visited, played with, and learned from fiddlers such as the legendary 
Tommy Jarrell, Robert Sykes, and banjo player Dix Freeman. 

Riley has played with numerous old-time stringbands, including The Red Hots, Backstep, and the Old Hol¬ 
low Stringband, and currently plays with the Dirk Powell Band, and Polecat Creek. He has also taught banjo, 
guitar, and fiddle at music camps throughout the U.S., and has toured in Europe with The Farmer's Daughters, 
Dirk Powell and Tim O'Brien, The Konnarock Critters, and Ira Bernstein. Riley makes his home near Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, where he builds old-time, open-back banjos, and is part of a thriving musical com¬ 
munity. His singing is featured on the soundtrack to the recent Academy Award winning film Cold Mountain.

Brake welcomes new offence of causing 
serious injury by dangerous driving 


JUSTICE Secretary Kenneth Clarke has 
today announced a new criminal of¬ 
fence will be introduced to help to pro¬ 
vide justice to seriously injured victims 
of dangerous drivers. 

Currently, there is no charge that 
specifically recognises the causing of 
serious injury while driving, so drivers 
who inflict serious injury through reck¬ 
less and irresponsible behaviour may 
only be charged with 'dangerous driv¬ 
ing', which carries a maximum of two 
years in jail, or'careless driving', which 
carries a maximum penalty of a fine 
and disqualification. 

Under the new law, drivers can be 
charged with 'causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving'and face up to five 
years in prison and an unlimited fine. 

Ellen Booth, Brake senior campaigns 
officer, said:"Brake welcomes this new 
offence, which will help provide justice 
to families whose lives have been 
ripped apart by dangerous drivers. As 
a charity that supports bereaved and 
seriously injured road crash victims, we 
hear first-hand about the pain and suf¬ 
fering they experience, and repeatedly 
see these families being grossly let 
down by the justice system, which 
only adds to their trauma. 

"This finally means that serious injury 
is recognised in the name of an of¬ 
fence, and this is vitally important to 
victims and their families. It also means 
dangerous drivers who inflict serious 


injury can expect to see higher sen¬ 
tences that are more in line with the 
devastation they have caused, which 
in some cases includes permanently 
debilitating injuries that leave people 
with round the clock care needs. 

"We hope to see courts using the full 
range of sentences available for this 
and other serious driving offences, up 
to the maximum. We also hope that in 
future the maximum sentence for 
causing serious injury by dangerous 
driving will increase to 14 years, in line 
with causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing, so the punishment better reflects 
the gravitas of the crime and the ap¬ 
palling suffering inflicted on families." 

Anyone who has been bereaved or 

seriously injured in a crash can call 
the Brake helpline for support 
on 0845 603 8570. 

Brake is an independent road safety 
charity. Brake exists to stop the five 
deaths and 65 serious injuries that 
happen on UK roads every day and to 
care for families bereaved and seri¬ 
ously injured in road crashes. Brake 
runs awareness-raising campaigns, 
community education programmes; 
events such as Road Safety Week (21- 
27 November 2011), and a Fleet 
Safety Forum scheme, providing ad¬ 
vice to companies. Brake's support di¬ 
vision cares for road crash victims 
through a helpline and other services.

FIGURES just released 
by The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders show that Nis¬ 
san continued to buck 
the downward trend in 
registrations with a 
17.8% increase in pas¬ 
senger sales compared 
to the same month last 
year. The overall market 
was down by 0.8% in 
the same period. 

The increase gave Nis¬ 
san an overall market 
share of 5.6% in a

The 
new Micra came in third 
place with 3,540 sales. 

Nissan GB's managing 
director Jim Wright said:

But Nissan is making 
cars that people want to 
buy and there is still de¬ 
mand out there for 
good product."

The Qashqai has also 
received a new engine, 
a 1.6-litre diesel with 
stop-start which pro¬ 
duces just 119g/km of 
C02.

Before you set off, set 
your heater controls - 
rain makes the win¬ 
dows mist up in sec¬ 
onds. You don't want 
to be fiddling with 
controls when you 
should be concentrat¬ 
ing on the road 

Slow down. In the 
rain your stopping dis¬ 
tance should be at 
least doubled. Giving 
yourself more space 
helps you to avoid 
spray, especially when 
following a large vehi¬ 
cle 

Keep your eyes on 
the road ahead and 
plan your driving so 
that you can brake, ac¬ 
celerate and steer 
smoothly - harsh ma¬ 
noeuvres will unbal¬ 
ance the car 


If you have cruise 
control, avoid using it 
on wet roads - it may 
create problems if you 
start to aquaplane 

See and be seen. Put 
your lights on - as a 
rule of thumb, when¬ 
ever you need to use 
your wipers you 
should also turn your 
headlights on, and be¬ 
fore overtaking put 
your wipers on their 
fastest setting 

Making sure your car 
is properly maintained 
will make a difference 
too. Check your wipers 
regularly, that your 
tyres are properly in¬ 
flated and have 
enough tread, and 
that all of your lights 
work and are clean. By 
law, you must keep 
the windscreen 
washer filled, but re¬ 
member, to keep your 
windows clean, you 
must do the inside as 
well 

Elstow said: "There's 
nothing quite like get¬ 
ting to your car in the 


rain. It's a haven from 
the elements. But be 
cautious, especially 
after prolonged dry 
spells - rain on a dry 
road is dangerously 


slippery. 

"And think about the 
people on the pave¬ 
ments - remember it is 
illegal to splash pedes¬ 
trians."

Former Wildcats man dies in Oz 

FORMER Wildcats team manager Neil Street has 
died at his home in Melbourne, Australia, aged 80- 
years-old.

Windy conditions don't hinder Weymouth 


WEYMOUTH 47pts SHERBORNE 2nd 5pts 

THERE was a stiff breeze blowing diagonally across the 
Weymouth pitch that threatened to play ducks and 
drakes with kicking from hand, tee and with the han¬ 
dling generally. 

The home side had the advantage of it in the first half 
and, although they looked the likelier outfit from the 
start, they conceded several penalties in the first few 
minutes that enabled Sherborne to kick their way up¬ 
held. 

It was Weymouth who took the lead however, after 
some ten minutes' play when, having won a penalty, 
they kicked it to the corner, won the ensuing lineout 
and executed a front peel through their blind side 
flanker, Carter, who got in at the corner. To convert from 
out wide and into the wind was asking a lot and Shep¬ 
pard's kick fell short. 

The home side continued to have the edge, but they 
were not protecting the ball quite as they should and 
the game was half-an-hour old before they made their 
superiority tell. 

The score came from a scrum in midfield and, after 
flooding their left hand side with backs, they secured 
possession and went right, leaving Will Quick with a 
one-on-one situation. He duly rounded his marker and 
got over in the corner, with Sheppard converting from 
the widest of angles, although he now had the breeze 
at his back. 

Given the conditions, I felt that they needed a further 
score before the break, and they got one. A break from 
Sheppard set up centre Joe Gibson and he ran in from 
the twenty-two. He touched down close to the posts. 
Sheppard duly added the extras and Weymouth led 19- 
0 . 

Sadly they did not deal with the restart kick. A penalty 
was conceded. The quick tap was taken and one of the 
Sherborne pack got over in the corner. I felt that the 
home side were deserving of their 19-5 interval lead; al¬ 
though nothing was resolved as regards the result. 

They would have felt too that their penalty count was 
rather on the high side and, if they continued to con¬ 
cede in the second half, they would certainly be pun¬ 
ished. 

Play was evenly contested in the first ten minutes of 
the second period, although Weymouth continued to 
look more dangerous than their opponents, ball in 
hand, and they scored a try when centre Wilson took a 
pass on the narrow side on halfway.

Will Quicktookthe outside chan¬ 
nel and, when checked, offloaded to Gibson and he 
touched down close to the posts. Sheppard's conver¬ 
sion kick weaved an inebriated way over and Wey¬ 
mouth were 33-5 ahead. 

More was to come however. The home side won pos¬ 
session on their opponents'twenty-two and centre Wil¬ 
son cut a good angle to break the defence and touch 
down by the posts. 

Sheppard's conversion kick was again accurate and, 
just before the end, a misdirected kick was fielded by 
Will Quick on his own twenty-two.

THE newly promoted Weymouth second side will have 
taken great comfort from this win over a side that has 
played at this level for several seasons. 

In fact they started very much the brighter and scored 
first half unconverted tries through Max Boudoir and 
Tim Comden to lead 10-0 at the halfway stage. 

Les Moon extended their lead after the break with a 
try that he converted himself and, at 17-0 ahead, Wey¬ 
mouth were in control.

Barnstaple's first real effort on goal came on 55 min¬ 
utes when Billy Hopcroft volleyed just over the bar from 
20 yards following Ryan Hayter's headed clearance, and 
when Matt Condliffe robbed Armstrong near the left 
touchline before cutting in and forcing Purnell to 
smother his right foot drive, it looked like normal service 
had been resumed. 

Slowly however the visitors began to get a toe hold 
and went close when Richard Hevingham's diagonal 
cross found George Swain stretching to connect on the 
corner of the 6-yard box but he couldn't keep his shot 
down. 

Barums'striker Stan Paxton was lucky not to receive a 
yellow card with one of the most blatant theatrical dives 
seen that saw him throw himself down in the box, be¬ 
fore Clarke missed two glorious chances to have put the 
Bees on the road to victory. 

On the hour, Purnell who had been very positive all 
the game in supporting his back four, rushed from goal 
towards the touchline but was left stranded in a tangle 
for the ball. 

Unfortunately the usually accurate Clarke miscued his 
attempted shot at the unattended goal from 30 yards 
which went well wide. 

Two minutes later he was guilty of a more glaring miss 
after Senior had put Condliffe clear down the left. Clarke 
met his low cross inside the 6-yard box but somehow 
sidefooted it over the bar. 

This seemed to breathe fresh impetus into Barnstaple 


and Swain was close with a lob that just cleared the bar 
before Hopcroft did similar. Then James Skinner's 20- 
yard free kick dipped viciously, but just over, Filkins 
crossbar. Hevingham did get the ball in the net on 68 
minutes after he followed up when Filkins parried an¬ 
other Skinner effort, but was ruled offside. 

Richardson then missed another good chance for the 
Bees when he headed Adam Symes cross from the bye¬ 
line down into the ground from close in from which 
Barnstaple broke quickly and Filkins made a fine save 
turning Skinner's snap shot over the angle of the goal 
frame. 

The goal that decided it came from an apparently in¬ 
nocuous piece of play just outside the Bees penalty area 
from which Hevingham found space to move forward 
and drill a low shot across Filkins and just inside of the 
far post for the winner. 

Stung by this Bridport looked to retrieve the situation 
and could have conceded another when the Bees 
keeper could only parry Hopcroft's close range shot, but 
as the ball bounced towards goal man of the match 
Hayter cleared the danger.

We can add to the expertise of our nurses, the generosity, warmth and humanity of our 
300 or so patient care volunteers who also support our patients n their homes whether 
with help from walkng the dog to befriending and support in bereavement. Volunteers 
are a wonderful addition and enhancement of our work - and we always need more of 
them We tram and support all our volunteers and greatly value their Input, in the end It 
is what makes the difference 

And so it is that Dorset supports Dorset - through funexaising and volunteenng - and we 
maintain a service which last year looked after 1300 people and in the next few years will 
be looking after many many more as the population ages. And personally I think that is a 
pan of Dorset which is at least as beautiful as the landscape.
